On Tuesday, March 20, in the Main Hall of the Academy, our 
Royal President unveiled a tablet commemorating those professors 
“and students who fell in the 1939—1945 war. 


In the presence of a distinguished company, Her Royal Highness 
was received by the Principal, Mr. A. J. Waley and other members 
of the Governing Bodies. The Principal opened the ceremony 
with these words : | 


Your Royal Highness, 


By honouring us with your presence on this day, an added 
dignity is given to the tribute we are paying to the memory of 
the professors and students who lost their lives during the last 
war. The Memorial Tablet which has been erected in their 
honour records the names of two professors and seven students 
who were active members of our community when war began.

Purves FORTUNE, MICHAEL SAVAGE Heminc, BOHDAN HUBICKI, 
SIMMON LATUTIN, ROYSTON CLIFFORD OULSON, MURIEL 
EvaLiNE DOROTHY SHIELDS-SCHIBILD, David CARL TAYLOR, 
DoucLas THOMSON. 


I have the honour to request Your Royal Highness to unveil 
this tablet. 


The Duchess, standing before the Memorial, which was 
draped with the Union Jack, said: 


I now unveil this tablet in honoured memory of those who, 
in the 1939—1945 war, gave their lives in the cause of peace, 
righteousness and freedom. | 
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The Tablet, placed upon the western wall of the Main Hall, is 
rectangular and is of Broughton Moor Green Slate with incised 
lettering. It was designed by Denis Tegetmeier and executed by 
Lawrence Cribb, the work being carried out in collaboration with 
The Sculptured Memorials, Ltd. 


Following the Unveiling, The Very Reverend The Dean of St. 
Paul’s (Honorary Chaplain to the Academy) offered Prayer and 
pronounced Dedication of the Memorial. The Lord’s Prayer and 
Blessing concluded the ceremony. 


The company then proceeded into Duke’s Hail to join an over- 
flowing audience which had already assembled there for a short 
programme of orchestral music conducted by.

An Examiner in India 
by C. H. Stuart Duncan 


The Associated Board examiner who tours the Commonwealth 
has not a great deal of time to stop for sight-seeing, but nes sees a 
good deal en route. 


— Previous visits to Malaya and Ceylon had introduced me to the 
life of the tropics, but for variety and interest—and sometimes 
discomfort-—India takes the palm. 


My tour began and ended in Bombay. In between, I described 
a great circle anti-clockwise round India: A' good deal of the 
travel was done by air in great comfort, some by rail under varied 
conditions, and some by road under hair-raising ones. 


¿The start by train is an initiation, It would appear that a large 
proportion. of the population of every Indian town. spends its life, 
and gets its entertainment, on the railway station. Jabbering 
crowds collect everywhere, and itinerant vendors offer the strang= 
est goods for sale. A musician, might perhaps like to sample some 
of the peculiar comestibles offered, but why should the persistent 
pedlars think he needs toys, earrings, bangles or pots and pans ? 


Then there are the beggars. These, of all shapes and sizes, 
gather round and offer for inspection the strangest and most 
unpleasant deformities. 


Journey by a big night mail train is quite comfortable if one has 


“a coupé to oneself, but one is inclined to have qualms when an. 


armed police guard comes to look over the bolts and locks, and 


exhorts the anxious examiner on no account to open the door 
during the night, whoever may knock. A notice in the compartment 
warning him to beware of thieves, pickpockets, and poisoners does 


not help; but it looks old and faded, so perhaps it is out-of-date. 
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- On arrival ‘by train at any big city things happen quickly. The 
whole length of the platform is filled with a horde of coolies. ‘The 


object of each one of these is to get hold of some part of the 
traveller’s baggage at all costs. What to do with it afterwards is of 
little importance. The great thing is to get hold of it and so stake 
a claim for largesse. Fortunately the Associated Board generously 
provides its representative with a native “ bearer,’’ and the 
thing for the examiner to do is to sit tight and ward off all coolies 
until this invaluable person appears from his part of the train, and 


“then walk away in lordly fashion and leave it all to him. 


In the North of India the work may extend to hill stations such 
as Darjeeling, Simla, Shillong, and here will occur some of the 


most exciting road travel. Roads twist up the mountain sides 


skirting tremendous precipices, with unbelievable hairpin bends. 
And it is of course always at the most dangerous looking corner 
that one meets something coming at a furious pace the other way. 


I was advised, at these points, to shut my eyes to avoid looking. 


But it is more interesting to look, and one takes off one’s hat to the 
native driver. He is good. But the trouble is that he knows he is 
good, and ni in showing the shrinking passengers how good 
he is. 


Darjeeling is a fantastic place 7500 feet above sea level, dis | 


magnificent views of the Himalayas, especially Kinchinjunga. 
The whole place is on the side of a mountain and, to get to exam- 
inations, one bestrides a mountain pony (the chief form of trans- 


port). The roads afe steep and on the edge of tremendous ravines. 


‘The pony knows the way, but has a will of his own. This examiner 
tries to remember what he learnt in an Army riding school many 
years ago. |

monic Chamber-Group, whose leading light is Fritz Speigl. The 


- Group specializes in little-known wind ensembles—Mozart and 


earlier —and also more modern works for unusual combinations. 
It recently gave its first broadcast. The Group is now recognised 
by the Arts Council since an initial Music Club recital in Cheshire 


illustrating the development of Continuo up to present-day piano 


writing in Chamber Music. 

Other Group concerts included Bach Bi-Centenary Wind 
Serenades. |

Why the R.A.M. is such a happy place is a question that seldom 


occurs to us. We just accept the fact gratefully, or sometimes even 
as a matter of course. It is, however, worth while pondering on it 


occasionally and trying to discover how it has been brought about, 


There are no doubt many reasons, but one is that there have 
been attracted to it some very great characters, apart from the 
Professorial Staff and Students. We think of Cox, Hallett, Greene 
and Charlie, to name only a few. To all of them we were greatly

indebted even if, being À but human, they sometimes epa 
little failings. 


But when, on March 28, we heard of the death of ati Hutch- 
ins, there came to mind one of those rare beings who remain com- 


pletely human and yet show no evidence of the weaknesses that 


beset most of us. She was no prig, and indeed was capable of 
righteous indignation expressed i in no uncertain terms, but I have 
met nobody who ever heard her utter an uncharitable word about 
anybody. She never changed, not even in appearance. Quite 
truthfully (and she would not have it otherwise) she was not a 
beauty, but many a woman quite 40 years her junior would have 
been proud of her figure which so belied her 80 odd years. Her 
handwriting was a joy and had not deteriorated within a fortnight 


of her death—nor had her mental powers, which were considerable. 


Her interests were wide, and particularly was she attached to . 
St. Paul’s Cathedral and Westminster Abbey. Nevertheless I am — 


sure that the R.A.M., to which she was introduced in 1914 by a 


- schoolfellow, Mrs. Russell, whom many of us remember, had the 


biggest place in her affections. She had a genius for friendship 
and a human sensitivity of contact which meant much to many 


“students, particularly to any who may have felt an apparent or 


temporary lack of it in professors. Her contribution to the smooth 
working of the Academy was not less great because of i its quietness : 
indeed it was the more effective for that reason. 


Many of us have a strong affection for a particular room, 
associating it with its occupant, whose teaching meant so much to 
us. The room in which Amy Hutchings worked was not known 
as a teaching room, but, on looking back, we shall realize that we 
learned a great deal there if only by coming into contact with one 


of the great characters of the Academy, one whose influence for 


kindliness and integrity was so strong on all who knew her.
